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A MAGNIFICENT display by Australia’s midfield } 


general Peter Raskopoulos laid the foundations : 
for Australia’s superb 1-0 victory in their opening 
match of the President's Cup campaign played at 


Kangnung, East Korea yesterday. 


Ten minutes after half- 
time the flashing Frank 
Farina opened Australia’s 
account in the Cup by 
scoring following a well- 
taken Raskopoulos free- 
kick from 35 metres out. 

He swung his kick wide 
to the left where Chris 
Kalantzis headed across 
the box to Arnold, who 
blasted at the target. The 
drive was only parried by 
the Moroccan _ keeper, 
allowing Farina to fly in and 
knock the ball into the 
Moroccan net from only 
two metres out. 

Morocco had attacked 
Strongly in the first 18 mi- 
nutes and had the Austra- 
lians_ rattled with their 
pacy, short passing game. 

In fact right back Wally 
Savor and skipper Charlie 
Yankos were called upon 
three times to save Austra- 
lia with desperate clear- 
ances. 

Whenever Australia 
went forward however, 
they did look better than 
the Moroccans. 

In the 20th minute Aus- 
tralia pressed forward and 
came close when Rasko- 
poulos pushed a pass low 
and hard to the left to pick 
up Kalantzis. He cracked a 
low diagonal cross into the 
area but Farina, who had 
raced into the penalty 
area, missed by inches in 
connecting from three 
metres out. 


Australia’s coach Frank 
Arok, most eager to retain 
the one goal lead, packed 
his. midfield when he 
brought on Oscar Crino in 
Place of Kalanizis as well 
as replacing Farina with 
Charlie Villani in the 83rd 
minute. 

Right-back Savor 
cleared from a dangerous 
situation with a madgnifi- 
cent sliding Tackle that 
took the ball away from the 
feet of Haydei when he 
was set to blast at the 
target from five metres.

EVERTON’S BETTER 


PLAYERS LOST

NATIONAL coach Frank Arok summed up his 
team’s problem against English champions Ever- 
ton when he confessed to the gathered media be- 
fore the game: “Of course it will be difficult — they 


have better players.” 


Flashy skills and intuitive 
teamwork have never won 
games for Australia against 
classy European or South 
American sides. 

Rather, a combination of 
aggression and discipline - 
especially at the back - has 
led to the Socceroos’ suc- 
cesses. 

Arok put the proven for- 
mula to work in the first half 
of last Wednesday's Nissan 
Cup game. 

Stringing five across the 
back, the Socceroos gave 
Everton little chance of mak- 
ing anything in attack. 

‘When the ball did get for- 
ward to Australia’s front run- 
ners, Sydney Croatia's Gra- 
ham Amold and Sydney 
Olympic’s Chris Kalantzis 
lacked sufficient support 
from the midfield to apply 
sustained pressure to the 
opposing defence.

But Warren, who could 
have made mince meat out 
of his opponents with such 
video-clips, diplomatically 
refused to take advantage of 
the telltale footage, allowing 
the viewers to judge for 
themselves without rubbing 
Salt into the wound.

Jones also hit out with the 
point that union is now play- 
ed in over 100 countries.

The purpose of this piece, however, is not to bat for SBS but to answer criticism over 
favouritism regarding Match of the Day.

REFLECTIONS ON A PLATINI THEME 


THE retirement of Michel Platini deprives Soccer of one of its greatest ever players. Some people 
say that Alfredo Di Stefano was the greatest all round player the game has produced. 


Platini, over a three to four year period, matched the great 
Argentine in my view. 

It was during that climax to his career that Platini won three 
European Player of the Year awards. 

That award is so hard to win. 

It establishes the winner as the world’s best player outside 
of possibly, Brazil, Argentina and Uruguay, not forgetting the 
great goalscorer from Mexico, Hugo Sanchez of Real 
Madrid. 

England skipper Bryan Robson, at times in recent years, 
has come close to matching Pliatini’s all round talents. 

Indeed, Robson is also a great ball winner which Platini 
hever was. 

However, Robson could not match the guile and intelli- 
gence of the play of Platini. 

My impression of Platini was that he was an outstanding 
passer of the ball, brought about by his excellent vision and 
fine kicking skills. 


Is there another young Argentine down there in 
South American developing the ability to become 
the complete Soccer player? 

He has the example of compatriots Maradona and De 
Stefano to spur him on. 

Or will he come out of Germany, a Rummenigge and

TONY PRICE, Queensiand-based UK agent. and 
right-hand Australian man for British promotions 
company PRO, will make a whirlwind tour of the 
States to pour oil on the troubled tour waters. 


This follows the Westay 
international series farce 
following the inability of the 
Perth promoters to come up 
with the cash guarantee for 


Manchester United, Celtic 
and Nottingham Forest. 
PRO represented the 


Westay Group in the UK, 
and when the Perth connec- 
tion collapsed PRO called in 
Mr Price, who worked with 
them in Britain before com- 
ing to Australia earlier this 
year, to try and salvage 
something for the SA Soc- 
cer Federation and the WA 
Federation. 

PRO were also anxious to 
save face with the UK clubs, 
but moves to have Celtic 
here on a mini-tour failed 
when Victoria and SA said 


they would now ban private 
promoters from — staging 
games in their States. 

SA had pre-sold more 
than $40,000 world of tick- 
ets for games _ involving 
Celtic against United and 
Nottingham Forest on May 
29 and 30.

“| can understand 
how the States feel,” 
said Mr Price. 

“But PRO has a reputa- 
tion to guard, and | will be 
visiting all the States on their 
behalf to try and set up tours 
for next year. 

“| also want to assure 
them that PRO can meet its

ROBERT FRYER... A REAL PRO

ILLAWARRA’S representative coach Robert 
Fryer has always adopted a professional 
approach to the sport and that is probably why 
he loathes the way some players let their clubs 


down. 


Player-coach with Port 
Kembla this season, Fryer 
was in charge of the Illa- 
warra squad which played 
ACT in Wollongong at the 
weekend. 

It was his second season 


in the job and ISA officials 


have no complaints about 
the way he does his job. 

That probably stems 
from the fact Fryer was an 
apprentice with English 
club Blackpool back in 
1972 when he was invited 
to come to Australia and 
play with South Coast club 
Safeway United. 

He had the right groun- 
ding to retain a professio- 
nal attitude but says some 
Wlawarra Premier League 
players just don't seem to 
worry about their club. 

“lam speaking general- 
ly when | say clubs don't 
get a fair deal from many 
players these days,” 
Fryer said. 

“Coaches can't really 
plan things properly be- 
cause of poor roll-ups at 
training and I'm not talking 
about the blokes who have 
to work or attend tech. 

“There are players who 
just don't bother turning up 
and many of them just 
don't bother to give a 


coach the courtesy of a 
phone calli to let him 
know.” 

Fryer played with Safe- 
way United before a spell in 
Hong Kong and later play- 
ed with Western Suburbs. 

He had two seasons with 
Apia as a regular in first 
grade before returning to 
Illawarra when offered the 
player-coach job at Con- 
iston. 

He was at Coniston from 
1980 to 1984, helping them 
win promotion to Premier 
League and a 1-0 grand fi- 
nal win over Shellharbour. 

He was equally success- 
ful in three seasons with 
Aris, winning promotion 
and helping them to a 
grand final success. 

This season he has a 
real challenge on his hands 
with Port Kembla, a team 
which has proved some- 
thing of an enigma to their 
supporters. 

They have a lot of trouble 
finding the back of the net 
and have drawn many 
games they probably 
should have won. 

Fryer is hoping this can 
be remedied as Port Kemb- 
la are proving a progres- 
sive club with a very good 
complex at Wetherall Park.

COACH Neil Williams’ ability to solve problems in

“The original deadline for payment was 
June 1. The clubs have been notified that 
they have until Friday,’ said Lions secretary 
Lawrence Oudendyk. 

“We certainly don’t want to stand in the 
way of the players’ careers. It is obvious they 
want to play National League and that is why 
they went south. 

“But we are not a charity and are not in the 
business of giving top players away. If the 
clubs won't pay up, then we will give the play- 
ers concerned the choice of returning to 
Brisbane or finding another club that can 
afford to a transfer fee," he said.

Teme WOMENS SOCCER eos 
U.S. TEAMS POSSIBLE FOR OCEANIA 


BY GRAHAM COOKE 


ALTHOUGH there was ample scope for representative women’s Soccer 
matches between Australia and the US at youth level, the game's set-up 
there made senior fixtures difficult, the executive director of the Australian 
Women’s Soccer Association, Heather Reid said yesterday. 

Reid, who returned to Canberra from a fact-finding tour of the USA in the wake of the 
Australian youth team's entry into the Dallas Cup competition, said the high level of organisa- 
tion for the sport there petered out after university level. 

“From under six to under 12 the kids are catered for in leagues run by such organisations 
as the YMCA and the recreation departments of city councils,"’ she said. “‘After that the high 


schools take over. 


“There are parallel club competitions, but the top players must put their schools first, 
especially if they want to be recognised and attract Soccer scholarships to the colleges."’ 

The collegiate system dominated senior Soccer to the point that the energies of adminis- 
trators were channelled into ensuring it was a recognised college sport in all states. 

“In this they sometimes meet opposition from the established games such as gridiron and 
basketball, which are worried by the challenge being mounted by Soccer at grass-roots 


level,"’ she said. 


The US national team was selected from the colleges and played a limited international 


program. 


“But what this means is that the American woman Soccer player is turned out of college at 
around 22 with nothing left to aim for,’ she said. “There are adult leagues in some areas, but 
they are mostly at a social level. | saw one mixed game which reminded me of a Public Service 


lunchtime competition.” 


Another problem was the many different rule interpretations that existed from state to state 
— “In some competitions there are two referees but no linespeople, in others each team has 
a pool of 18 players with substitutes coming off and going on virtually at will. 

“As a result of all this, bringing the senior American team together is a very complicated 


process.” 


However, there was a possibility that matches could be arranged with regional or even 
leading club sides and she was considering the possibility of two US teams competing in the 
_ Oceania Cup which will be staged in Australia next year.

One player in Souness' 
sights. is England striker 
Mark Hateley of AC Milan. 
Souness flew to Italy recent- 
ly to have talks with the 
powertul striker. 

Glenn Hoddle, too, has 


been mentioned at {Ibrox 
and the Glasgow giants are 
big enough to match any- 
thing he could get on the 
Continent. 


Surprise 


Rangers’ domina- 
tion of Scottish Soccer 
this season was a sur- 
prise, despite their 
massive cash splash of 
over $4'/2 million. 

They got off to a disas- 
trous start but stuck to their 
task and Souness, sent-off 
twice during the campaign, 
pays tribute to the English 
influence at Ibrox. 

“Chris Woods has the 
safest hands in the game, 
and Terry Butcher is the best 
in he business. 

“Graham Roberts arrived 
at exactly the right time. We 
were going through a crucial 
stage of the season when | 
bought him.” 

There were a few prob- 
lems for Rangers along the 
way — notably the 1-0 de- 
feat by Hamilton in the Scott- 


ish Cup and their shocking 
disciplinary record. 


But Souness, his assis- 
tant Walter Smith and chair- 
man David Holmes deserve 
an accolade for the way they 
have transformed the ailing 
giant of Scottish football. 


Rangers were playing to 
sell-out 44,000 _ all-ticket 
crowds for most of the sea- 
son. They averaged a re- 
markable 37,000 for their 27 
home games and are poised 
to sell close on 26,000 sea- 
son tickets, bringing in $4 
million before a ball is 
kicked. 


A new sponsorship deal 
will net the club another $2 
million. 

Souness will still be given 
the money to spend 
whenever the ideal replace- 
ments become available. 


David Holmes says: ‘Our 
aim is retain the Champion- 
ship and to win the Euro- 
pean Cup. That would be the 
ideal way for Souness to 
bow out as a player!"’
